+». The doctrine of Confucius has kept China “on 
‘the map” longer than any other country in the 

“world. It is the simple doctrine that every man 
“who can do so ought to educate himself into su- 

-..periority to all the-rest, so as to control them. It 

-»makes mandarins. The mandarins make stable 
‘government, which remains stable as long as they 
“alone are educated well enough to understand 
what their sort of government means. 

After Chinamen have lived long enough in the 
United States to be as well educated as most Chi- 
nese mandarins, they represent the democratic 
influence which will revolutionize China, as soon 

' as popular discontent can no longer be turned 
. against “foreign devils.” American Chinamen 
who are now working for a Chinese republic no 
longer believe that the empire is “celestial” and 
"everything outside of it diabolical. If their revo- 
,,Jution fails in everything else, it will probably 
--;gucceed finally in abolishing the ancient system 
**of complete imperial domination by the few “su- 
 perior men” of the Confucian system. The leavea 
of democracy is at work eyen in China. 

Confucius, the greatest, best and most success- 
ful Tory in the history of the world, is not to be 
overthrown by any single attempt at revolution, 
but he cannot hold out much longer, with the pea-

The figures 
are creditable, but not at all remarkable, con- 
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ft Jt seems that a “group of men in Europe reg- 
ae the price of sugar in this country,” or, as 
might paraphrase, great trusts have smaller 
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Ten years ago the commission form of govern- 
ment was regarded by Americans as a fad of so0- 
clologists and municipal reformers. It was an 
experimental novelty. Not a city in the Union had 
tried the experiment and it was practically un- 
known to the masses of the people. Toronto’s 
successful trial of a board of: directors for the 
municipal corporation was the one notable exam- 
ple of simplified business government on this 
continent. 

A list carefully compiled to June of this year 
showed 133 cities, with a population of 3,500,000, 
governed by commissions. Since then the num- 
ber has risen above 200. 

Galveston, Tex., started the movement. The 
| experiment there grew out of the emergency cre- 
ated by the disastrous flood of 1900. The commis- 
sion of engineers selected to formulate and exe- 
cute plans for the reconstruction and protection 
of the city was the beginning. The commission 
scheme worked so well that the people of Gal- 
veston decided to make it permanent. 

Previously municipal government was modeled 
after the political governments of the nation and 
the states. It had generally a chief executive, 
two legislative branches, a large number of elect- 
ive officers and all the cumbersome machinery 
and checks and balances of constitutional govérn- 
ment. 

The fundamental idea of the commission experi-' 
‘ment is that the municipality is a corporation 
organized for the sole object of transacting the 
common business of the people of the city, with- 
out regard to politics. It has to do with business 
only, such as sanitation, street and sewer con- 
struction, public utilities, eleemosynary institu- 
tions and municipal regulations. The prime pur- 
pose of the commission was to simplify municipal 
government, reduce the number of elective offi- 
cials and increasé its business efficiency. Supple- 
menting this original purpose are other ends, 
such as the elimination of corruption and of the 
power of party bosses and political machines. 

The accepted model of commission government 
is that of Des Moines, Io., which has a City Coun- 
cil composed of the Mayor and four Commission- 
ers, who exercise the powers of the municipal 
corporation and transact all the city’s business, 
The government is divided into five departménts 
—Public Affairs, Accounts and Finances, Public 
Safety, Streets and Improvements, Parks and Pub- 
lic Property. The ward system is abolished, the 
Commissioners being elected by the vote of the 
entire city. . 

The importance of the experiment is based on 
the importance of good city government as a fac- 
tor in the life of the people. That the corruption 
of municipa] politics and administration has be- 
come one of the greatest evils of the country is 
universally acknowledged. Municipal corruption 
not only resulted in the spoliation of cities, but 
exerted a vicious influence en national and state 
governments. 

Nearly half the people of the country live in 
cities of 2500 or over. More than 18,000,000 live in 
51 cities of more than 100,000. In the 174 cities 
of from 25,000 ta 100,000, live about 8,000,000 more. 
SOOPE OF THE MOVEMENT. - 

Oakland, Cal., with 150,174 population, is the 
largest commission city. Berkeley, with 40,324, 
and San Diego, with 39,578, are two others of the 
eight California cities that have adopted it. 

Birmingham, Ala., 132,685, and Montgomery, 
$8,136, have it. Colorado Springs, 29,078, is one of 
the two Colorado examples. Idaho has one city; 
Illinois 16, with Springfield, 51,678, as the largest. 
In Iowa there are eight cities, with Des Moines, 
86,368, as the largest and with a form of govern- 
ment so wel] devised, so well administered and 
so successful that it is regarded as the finest ex- 
emplification of the plan. Kansas has 23 cities, 
with Kansas City, 82,331, as the largest, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Maryland, New Mexico, Oregon, 
South Carolina, New Jersey, Tennessee and Utah 
each have one, Memphis, 131,105, and Salt Lake 
City, 92,777, among them. Massachusetts and 
Michigan each have'four; North Carolina, North 
Dakota and West Virginia 3 each; Mississippi, 
Minnesota, Washington and Wisconsin have 2 
each, while Texas has 17 and Oklahoma 14. §po- 
kane, 104,402; Tacoma, 83,748; Houston, 78,800; 
Dallas, 92,104, and Fort Worth, 73,312, are Wash- 
ington and Texas cities of the larger size where 
it is in force. 

The number of cities that have adopted the 
commission form is, however, comparatively small 
when arrayed against the number that have it 
under consideration. Hundreds are awaiting the 
removal of legislative obstacles or legislative au- 
thorization, and there are other obstacles. In no 
case has the commission form been adopted with- 
out the vigorous opposition of machine bosses and 
public service corporations. 

In New York State alone 74 cities have unsuc- 
cessfully petitioned the Legislature for charters

submitted the question of asking the Legislature 
for such a charter to popular vote, and both times 
it carried by large majorities. 

The commission form has also been adapted, 
with modifications and elaborations, to. the re- 
quirements of Boston. It is not the commission 
form that Boston has, but it is a simplified char- 
ter. It seems to have worked weil and was put 
to an early test in one respect. The first Mayor 
Boston elected under its new charter was a notori- 
ous machine man. He attempted to use the 
municipal patronage in characteristic way to build 
up a political machine and failed completely. His 
efforts were checked by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and : trict enforcement of the merit system. 

In the St. Louis charter defeated last winter the 
influence of the movement toward simplification 
of municipal government was plainly apparent, 
While there were many departures from it, the 
simplicity was retained. 

St. Joseph, Mo., is another city that succeeded 
in trimming the scheme to meet the requirements 
of the law. 

Gov. Woodrow Wilson recommended action and 
the New Jersey Legislature opened the door for 
the system in that State last spring. During the 
summer charters drawn on the commission plan 
were submitted to tae people of five cities in that 
State. In only one did it carry. In four it was 
defeated by smal] majorities, after bitter cam- 
paigns in which boss and public utility corpora- 
tions were uniformly the backbone of the oppo- 
sition. 


RESULTS IN TYPICAL CITIES. 

Galveston, Tex., found commission government 
s0 economical that, in spite of the necessity of 
extra expenditures of $4,000,000, owing to the 
flood, the annual deficit of about: $100,000 which 
the old government had incurred was done away 
with and expenses kept within income. A float- 
ing debt of over $200,000 was paid off out of cur- 
rent revenues; bonds to the amount of $462,000 
were retired and new bonds restricted to perma- 
nent improvements. Judgments against the city 
of nearly $20,000 were paid off. The city’s bonds 
rose from 60 to par and sold readily. The city 
employes were paid in cash instead of scrip as 
formerly. A modern system of bookkeeping was 
introduced. Saloons were excluded from the resi- 
dence districts. Policy and gambling dens were 
closed. In spite of a wide extension of the city’s 
activities, the tax rate, which was the lowest of 
any large city in Texas, was not increased. 

In Houston, Tex., an indebtedness of $400,000 
was retired. The practice of issuing bonds against 
an annual deficit was discontinued and expendi- 
tures were kept rigidly within income. Water- 
works costing $390,000 were purchased. The water 
service and fire protection were greatly improved. 
The street railways were required to bear their 
share of public burdens and improve their service. 
A park was bought and bridges were repaired. 
The cost of electric lights were reduced from $80 
to $70 per year. And the tax rate was cut down 
from $2 to $1.80. 


Leavenworth, Kan., was brought out of bank- 
ruptcy and financial chaos. City bonds to the 
amount of $20,000 were paid in two years. In the 
same period the city’s indebtedness to the county, 
amounting to $119,750, was paid. A new set of 
account books was opened, and the city’s business 
was handled like that of a well-conducted mercan- 
tile establishment. Many improvements were 
made without an increase in the tax rate. 

In Des Moines, Io., the last year of the old 
partisan government put the city in debt to the 
amount of $134,510. At the end of the first year 
under the new regime this was wiped out and 
there was a balance of $48,439 in the treasury. 
This meant a relative saving of $182,949. In spite 
of this economy, the new government was able to 
reduce the tax rate from 38.7 mills to 36.4 milis 
the first year. During that year public improve- 
ments costing $357,755 were made. Contractors 
were held strictly to specifications, all leaks were 
stopped, licenses collected and turned into the 
treasury. The cost of street lights, which had run 
from $75 to $95, was reduced to a’uniform rate of 
$65 per year, though the moonlight schedule was 
abolished, Wages of street employes were raised 
and better service required, The disorderly dis- 
trict was cleaned up, gaming houses closed and 
gambling devices banished. / 

In the cities where the commission plan has 
been in force long enough for fair trial the rec- 
ords show a saving of the people’s money and 
adequate return for money expended, The testi- 
mony points to better lighting, cleaner streets, 
more pavements, more efficient police, higher 
wages for employes, lower taxes, larger parks, 
improved sanitation, improvement, in short, in 
every department of municipal endeavor. And, in 
addition, they claim a higher standard of morality 
and a civic pride which makes harmonious action

Japanese Ambassador in Berlin, Baron Chinda, 
‘will be transferred in February to Washington to 
succeed Baron Uchida, recently made Minister 
of Foreign Affairs at Tokio, has caused the live- 
liest interest and many expressions of regret at 
the Berlin court and in official society. 

Baron Chinda has for many years had his eye 
upon the Washington post, as his American edu- 
cation has made him an outspoken friend of the 
United States. But his Government has gener- 
ally sent him to the foreign capital where Japan's 
immediate interests were most important. Among 
diplomats he is recorded as Japan's ablest repre- 
sentative. 

Baroness Chinda is one of the most beautiful 
and accomplished women at the German’ court 
and is a great favorite with Emperor William.

: Chinda was one of the first Japanese youths 
of good family sent to America to be educated. 
That was some thirty-odd years ago, and he went 
nominally under the protection of Methodist mis- 
sionaries, who installed him first in the Method- 
‘ist University of Indiana, De Pauw. 

In a year or two he spoke like a native of the 
Hoosier State, adopted all the mannerisms of 
dress_and customs of college men and was ini- 
tiated into the D. K. E. Fraternity. The national 
organization regards him as one of its shining 
lights, and he has kept intact the brotherhood 
band, which gives him a footing of intimacy with 
dozens of the most important men concerned in 
Amefican affairs in politics, business and the

Society Speculates on Consequences 
of Union of Coldly Religious and 
Extremely Gay Families. 
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LONDON, Oct. 21.—The marriage of Earl Percy 
and Lady Helen Gordon-Lennox on Wednesday 
was the social event of the fall in London. Bar! 
Percy is -heir of the Duke of Northumberland, 
who holds the wealthiest dukedom in England. 
Lady Helen is the daughter of the Duke of Rich- 
mond, 

Strangely enough both these titles were once 
held by illegitimate sons of Charles II. Lady 
Helen descends from a son of the famous Duch- 
ess of Portsmouth, The original founders of the 
Percy family came over with the Conqueror, be- 
came earls of Northumberland, fought in the 
Crusades, always had a leading part in the af- 
fairs of the realm and produced such men as 
Harry Hotspur. When the direct line ended with 
the eleventh Earl, grandson of the one mixed up 
in the Gunpowder Plot, a son of the Duchess of 
Cleveland got the title; but it was afterward re- 
stored to the Percys.

No 
trial im a. cane like this ever changes 
poblic opinion, The persons who be 
lieve them guilty now will hold more 
firmly to the same conviction after 
they are declared innocent by a jury. 
Tuke the Moyer and Haywood and Pet- 
tibone cases. The persons who be- 
heved them guilty still believe them 
guilty, regardless of the verdicts acqult- 
ting them. They think we flimflammed 
the Court and jury; that there was 4 
miscarriage of justice. But suppose 
they had hanged Haywood, what would 
have been the consequences?\ People 
du not understand the psychology of 
such events. After the State had tak- 
en the man’s life. among the very per- 
sens clamoring for it would be those 
who would begin to wonder: ‘Was this 
man gullt%, after all? Or was he in- 
necent and doing simply the best he 
could under the circumstances?’ Supe 
pose. they had hanged Moyer and Hay- 


been the effect on the minds of the 
working people after a few months or 
years of sober reflection? If people un- 
derstood the psychology of the public 
mind they would realize that it is I, 
fighting against a sacrifice of blood, 
whe in reality is fighting the battle of 
the easy and satisfied portion of so- 
ciety in this case at bar.” 


Ought to Find the Cause. 


“But if a criminal conspiracy to do 
violence in industrial disputes has ex- 
isted,”” I asked. ‘“‘would you not put a 
check to it?” 

“Certainly I would,” responded 
Darrow; “but how? Is there no cause 
for such conditions if they exist? 
Find that cause and remove it? Men 
are only men, now and always. They 
act, generally, as circumstances com- 
pel ‘them to act. And no great wrong 
was ever righted by simply killing 
men. This aé@fair, even under the 
theory of the State; the Moyer-Hay- 
wood-Pettibone affair, the violence 
charged in the great Pennsylvania coal 
strike, are, on final analysis, only inét- 
dents. You cannot avoid them in the 
struggles of hundreds of thousands of 
men. And because there are violent 
acts committed is no reason for con- 
demning the efforts of the organiza- 
tions that are fighting honestly to im- 
prove the conditions of men. Why, you 
might as well say that the murders 
ang excesses of the religious wars, 
done in the name of the church, were 
committed by Christianity! 


The Issue in This Case. 


“There is, it is true, a popular impres- 
sion that in the trial of this case union 
labor is being. tried. In the case of 
James B. McNamara, he is simply a 
bubble on ® sea, an insignificant in- 
cident thrown up by great events. Back 
c{ him~—I do not mean responsible for 
Lim—stands his brother, awaiting trial. 
With him you have the question whetk- 
er one officer of one labor organization 
is or is not guilty of countenancing and 
encouraging violence and murder. 

“If he should be proved guilty, do you 
suppose for an Iingtant that the carpen- 
ters or the blacksmiths or any other 
organization of workingmen would dis- 
band, or even the structural iron work- 
ers themselves? A conviction migh: 
have a temporary effect upon a move- 
ment (which* itself is only an incident 
in the adjustment of industrial rela- 
tions), but not a serious effect, nor / r 
long. 

“Take the Pennsylvania coal strike. 
The commission found that a number 
of murders had been committed dur- 
ing the strike but they did not say 
that because hungry men had’ been 
goaded to violence, its cause should 
not be recognized and remedied. The 
men charged with the murders were 
tried and acquitted and the public has 
forgotten the incident. Im the world's 
advance such incidents are soon for- 
gotten,” 

The Question of Bias.

Discussing*the attitude of the press in 
general toward the defense, I submitted 
the report in question and, without men- 
tioning that I knew it had been criti- 
cized, asked the chief counsel for the 
MeNamaras ta give his candid opinion 
of its fairness and unfairness. Darrow 
read it through twice and said: 


Darrow Approved of Report, 

“T consider that a very satisfactory 
report. I see no bias in it. If all the 
newspapers are as fair we shall have 
no cause to comp'ain. Before the case 
was calicd for trial the charges ‘were 
published and discussed so widely that 
the rights of the McNamaras were ir- 
reparably prejudiced. But since’ the 
opening of the trial I consider the news- 
p*per reports, so far as I have had time 
to follow them, have been pretty fair. 

“We wish, or course, that the ac- 
counts might be confined to an accurate 
picture of what takes place in court. 
Every publication about what the prose- 
cution says it bas discovered in the way 
of new evidence prejudices the defend- 
ants’ rights still further by making it 
more impossible to get an impartial 
jury. I do not believe it is possible 
to obtain an impartial jury, a common- 
law jury, in Los Angeles County. By- 
ery inteligent man has reached some 
opinion. The best we can hope to do ts 
to find 12 men whose opinions are not

to finish and George Arliss’ playing of 
the title role is a memorable example 
of good stage art. The play’s story 
presents Disraeli at that important 
period of his career, when he ceases to 
be plain Mr. ‘“Disraeli,"’” somewhat 
looked down upon by the English aris- 
tocracy and becomes the powerful Lord 
Beaconsfield, to whom Queen Victoria is 
about to owe her crown as the newly- 
made Empress of India. 

Playwright Parker quite frankly tells 
us in a prokram-note that he has taken 
certain liberties with thejtruth of his- 
tory in the making of the play and of 
this fact there can be no denial. Never- 
theless, remains the further fact that his 
nlay, faithful in Ms spirit to the charac- 
ter and the times which it seeks to pre- 
sent, enables George Arliss to realize 
for us a Disraeli so startlingly true to 
popular conception as to be well nigh 
incredible in life-likeness. It is the 
“Dizzy” of London drawing rooms and 
of Downing street, as pictured by the 
contemporaneous London weeklies and 
by cartoons in ‘“‘Punch,”’ whom Mr. Ar- 
liss visualizes in his make-up. And it 
is the humorous sardonic Disraeli of 
intimate writish history, the mocking 
and elusive, yet intensely patriotic En- 
glish Jew, ‘‘who dreamed in empires,’ 
who is coincidentally drawn by Mr. Ar- 
liss for one’s mental contemplation. 


Will Be Long Favorite. 


HE mental picture is singularly 
+ satisfying. The stage figure of the 
Disraeli of Arliss’ playing posses- 
ses SO many elements’ of popular appeal, 
thanks to the truth that its original un- 
failingly “‘played to the gallery,’’ that I 
should not be in the least surprised if 
the play now reigning at Wallack’s must 
need be kept in the Arliss repertoire for 
many &@ season to come. 

Playwright Parker seems finely to 
have absorbed the essence of Benjamin 
Disraeli! as a character fer footlight 
portrayal. Disraeli hirgself, throughout 
his entire career, was a political melo- 
dramatist of masterly success. His 
every stroke in world-politics was in- 
tensely theatric. He loved the spot- 
light as fondly as any stage star that 
ever trod the boards. The applause of 
his public was as the breath of his 
novels. The stage “effects’’ of his 
diplomacy were as carefully devised and 
as shrewdly managed as those of any 


play ever presented in the world’s 
drama. 


The very unreality of the playhouse, 
save for the splendid material results of 
his life-work to the England for whom 
that work was done, seems to attach to 
his career in its every moment of bril- 
lant development.

and thought. The play itself is a com- 


| edy-melodrama. The Disraeli played by 


Mr. Arliss is a “‘poseur’’ from the rise 
of the first to the fall of the last cur- 
tain.. The drama’s big theme is the suc- 
cessful Disraeli direction of the Suez 
Canal coup that saved India for En- 
gland. Its many moments of frankest 
melodrama are due to the unfailing suc- 
cession of craft tricks by which the 
subtle Disraeli, at precisely the right 
instant, unmasks and foils the plots of 
‘Russia as they are being worked out 
,; against England and himself by the 
paid spies of the Czar, notable among 
whom is a-certain beautiful woman 
moving in the highest English society. 

Its moments of sheer comedy are due 
to that other typical Disraeli quality, 
the grim sense of humor that found a 
compensating chuckle and a sparkling 
gibe in even the reverses of fortune and 
that enabled the real Disraeli, all his life 
to endure, with something of amused 
scorn, the English resentment of the 
truth that their premier was a Jew in- 
stead of a Christian, a man of Oriental 
Strain and imagination rather than of 
Anglo-Saxon stock and gradgrind sub- 
servience to the bald facts of life. 

Epigrams are as “plentiful as black- 
berries” in the Disraeli lines of Mr. 
Parker’s writing and the delicate touch 
of George Arliss’ art as an actor gives 
}to these congenial! utterances their keen- 
est point. Also it is art built up not by 
a Series of ostentatious “big strokes,”’ 
but by an infinite successicn of the most 
exquisitely etched lines, a Disraeli 
figure that stands out with somethmg 
very like majesty at the story’s im- 
pressive close, when England rises from 
the rank of a kingdom to that of an em- 
pire, and Victoria exchanges a queen’s 
crown for that of an empress. 
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The Love Story. 
NTO this, the dominant theme of Mr. 
Parker's play, is interwoven a pret- 
ty little romance in which Disraeli 
plays the part of the fairy god-miother, 
as it were, to two young persons in 
whom he is fondly interested and the 
plot is so shaped that this sentimental! 
story reaches its climax and close co- 
incidentally with the bigger dramatic 
theme that gives to the play its most 
vital substance. 

Of the supporting company, Ian Mac- 
Laren does a quite neat bit of romantic 
juvenile work as Charles, Viscount Dee- 
ford, the young English nobleman whom

WASHINGTON, Oct, 21.—In the West- 
ern States where bears, mountain lions, 
wolves, coyotes, lynxes and wildcats 
are plentiful, the annual damage from 
them runs into millions. Last year the 
forest rangers killed 213 bears, 88 moun- 
tain lions, 172 wolves, 69 wolf pups, 6487 
coyotes, 870 wildcats and 72 lynxes. 


In addition, the forest officers have 
made headway against prairie dogs, 32 
of which will eat as much in a year as a 
sheep, It is estimated that the average 
family of wolves will eat $3000 worth of 
live stock in @ year, calves and year- 
lings for the most part, but occasionally, 
when hunger presses, a full-grown cow 
or steer. 


Poison is she most successful weapon 
against these beasts, but it has to be 





employed by experts and watched care- 
fully so that it will not destroy domes- 
tic animals and game birds. Strychnine 
is most commonly used. As much as 
can be held on the point of a pocket 
knife blade Is put into a cigarette pa- 
per, the ends of which are folded to 
form a capsule.

1800. 


E. G. Van Zandt of 6227 Ridge ave- 
nue, has some bank notes that are lil 
years old and a paper penny certificate 
issued in 1854. The notes, which came 
into his possession 30 years ago, are SO 
rare and curious that few bankers, 
even, have seen any like them. 

A $3 certificate was issued by the 
Farmers’ Exchange Bank of Gloucester, 
R. L., in 1800. It pledges the ‘President, 
directors and company” to pay one 
Hobe or bearer on demand the face of 
the bill. It is numbered 106 in ink and 
the names of Hobe and W. Colwell, the 
cashier, and John Harris, the president,

issued by the same bank. 

They are a little smaller than those 
now in use and are printed on thinner 
paper. 

A $1 certificate issued by the Southern 
Bank of Georgia Marfch 1, 1858, is a 
marvel of delicate engraving. 

The penny certificate is %x2% inches 
in size. Perry Davis & Son, “for value 
received, promise to pay to the bearer 
one cent on demand at our office in the 
City of Providence.” It is dated Jan. 1, 
1854. 

The money was given Van Zandt by 
an old friend in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
with some odd coins and Confederate 
money.

DEATH WAS NOT NATURAL 


Physician’s Evidence, in Case of 
Mrs. Laura Stannard, Is Cor- 
roborated by Others. 





ONTONAGON, Mich., Oct. 21.—The 
question of privileged testimony as re- 
lating to physicians was pending when 
the trial of Mrs. Laura Stannard was 
resumed today. The last witness yes- 
terday was Dr. F. J. Larned of Green- 
land, a neighbor of the Stannards, who 
attended Charles S. Stannard March 26, 
when his death occurred, it is alleged, 
as the result of strychnine, declared by 
the prosecution to have been put into 
his coffee by his wife. 

The prosecution, when the physician 
took the stand today, withdrew its re- 
quest to question Dr. Larned concerning 
his conversations with Mrs. Stannard, 
and asked the witness to describe his 
last visit to Stannard and to describe 
the autopsy and tell how various organs 
were removed and sealed. 

When the cross-examination began At- 
torney O’Brien asked Dr. Larned: 

‘Do you remember saying to the pris- 
oner’s brother that the autopsy showed 
only that the stomach was inflamed, 
and that nothing had ever given you 
more surprise than Stannard’s death?” 

“I do not recall the remark, but I may 
have made it.’’ 

Coroner James Corgan and Miss Paul- 
ine Wurster, who was Dean Vaughn's 
secretary at the University of Michigan, 
and who received from Coroner Corgan 
at Ann Arbor the vessels purporting to 
contain organs taken from Stannard’s 
body, were witnesses today. Drs. F. J. 
Larned, Edward J. Evans and William 
E. Hanna, who conducted the postmor- 
tem examination, all testified that the 
condition of Stannard’s organs was such 
as to eliminate the possibility of death 
by accident or ordinary disease.

In an ordinance to be presented to 
the Municipal Assembly Tuesday, will 
be authorized the first appropriation 
of $4,500,000 which it is purposed to 
expend in the next three or four years 
in the extension and improvement of 
the city waterworks. 

As a beginning, an appropriation of 
$160,000 will be made for the laying 
of a new 36-inch main from Baden 
rumping station to Calvary avenue 
and in the replacement of pipes which 
electrolysis and age have corroded. 

Of this first outlay, $60,000 will 
be fet the correction of a mistake 
which ,Water Commissioner Wall 
says was made several years ago 
when a 36-inch main from Baden sia- 
tion was laid to supply two mains of 
the same diameter, each four or five 
miles long. 

Within the next month there will 
bo introduced an ordinance appropri- 
ating $215,000 for a 36-inch main 
from Carter and Warne avenues 
across Fanrground and south to 
Sarah street and Boyle avenue, A 
little later will come an authoriza- 
tion of an additional $100,000 for a 
30-inch main from Compton Hill res- 
ervoir to Gravois avenue and Mera- 
mec street. 

Meters to Be Put In, 


Waste of water has become so gencral 
and so costly, Commissioner Wall says, 
that the installation of meters through- 
out the city will be undertaken early 
next year. In three years, Commissioner 
Wall hopes, every consumer will have 
his supply of water measured to him and 
charged according to the quantity used. 
“Not less than 20 per cent of all the 
water pumped in the mains of this city 
is wasted,” Commissioner Wall told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘Our daily con- 
sumption in the last year has averaged 
76,000,000 gallons. This means that 22,- 
000,000 gallons, representing a heavy cost 
of pumpage, produce not a cent of reve- 
nue. Moreover, the waste grows at a 
more rapid rate than does the neces- 
sary consumption, so that in order to 
keep pace with the demands, the city 
will soon have to give away, without 
return, 50 cents on every dollar spent 
for enlarging and bettering the water- 
works. 7 

“By the universal adoption of meters 
the city will be able to reduce this waste 
at least 25 per cent. New Orleans cut 
its total consumption in half by intro- 
ducing meters.

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COUNTY DIVIDED 
ON ThE QUESTION 
OF ANNEXATION 


Residents of Towns Adjacent to 
the City Are in Favor 
of Plan. 


OTHERS ARE AGAINST IT 


Fred Essen Says He Thinks It Is 
Sure to Come Within 
Ten Years. 


Movements looking to the annexation 
of towns in St. Louis County by S&St. 
Louis, started in Wellston, Maplewood, 
Richmond Heights and other settlements 
bordering on the city, are attracting at- 
tention in all parts of those communi- 
ties. 

Discuesion of the subject was increased 
hy a speech delivered at an annexation 
meeting in Maplewood last week, when 
+1. C. Whitehill, chalrman of the An- 
nexation Committee of the Million Pop- 
ulation Club, declared that persons re- 
siding in Maplewood and other county 
towns would benefit financially through 
lower water, light, gas and insurance 
rates if the county should: be annexed. 
Inquiries by Post-Dispatch reporters 
among residents of all parts ef the 
county indicate that there is a pro- 
nounced sentiment favoring annexation 
in some towns bordering the city, but 
that in remote parts of the county there 
is decided opposition to the proposition. 

Officials Oppose Plan. 

County office holders and politicians 
in GOlayton are opposed to annexation, 
but Fred Essen, Republican boss of the 
county, declared it to be his opinion 
that the county would be annexed with- 
in 10 years. 

Former Mayor John C. Roberts of 

Wellston, president of the Wellston An- 
nexation Committee, said he believed 
Wellston would vote for annexation. 
“Just at this time Wellston Is sleeping 
on annexation,’”’ he said. “The people 
here could be easily aroused, however. 
At the time the Missouri Supreme Court 
held the incorporation of Wellston to 
have been illegal, there was a strong 
movement for annexation. The senti- 
ment has been permitted to slumber, 
however, and the committee has not had 
a meeting for a long time. 
‘“Wellston adjoins the city and we 
have to pay higher water, gas and elec- 
tric rates and we have no sewerage. 
There is much opposition to annexation, 
however. Many persons in Wellston 
moved out of the city to escape the 
higher taxes, and they fail to see that 
reductions along other lines would make 
up the higher taxes. Annexation would 
give us fire and police protection and 
sewerage.” 


Lamb Against Annexation. 
Acting Mayor Nicholas Lamb, Uni- 


versity City, said: “University City does 
not even consider the matter. We have 
all the conveniences persons in the city 
have, and there is no reason why we 
should desire to be annexed.” 

Fred Essen, Clayton, said: ‘‘Annexa- 
tion is inevitable, but there is no reason 
why it should be favored by residents 
of St. Louis County. Those persons liv- 
ing near the edge of the city would prob- 
ably be benefited, but those who live far 
out would gain nothing... It would be 
impossible for the city to furnish fire 
and police protection which would 
amount to anything for the man living 
in Valley Park or other distant places in 
the county. However, I believe the 
county will be annexed in eight or ten 
years.’’ 

State Senator Buell L. Matthews of 
Clayton is opposed to annexation for 
many reasons. “The proposition couli 
not carry in St. Louis County,” he 
said, “There would be no direct 
benefit to the large majority of resi- 
dents of the county.” 


Not Proper Time. 

Former Mayor Roy C. Woods, Wells- 
ton, said this is not a time for an- 
nexation. “It would require a two- 
thirds vote in the county, and the 
proposition could not possibly get that 
vote,” he said. 

Willlam Tegethoff, real estate dea)- 
er,*residing three miles west of Clay- 
ton, said: “St. Louis County would 
have nothing to gain and everything 
to lose through annexation. It would 
treble taxes, The tax rate in the 
county is now $1.20, and one-sixth of 
the money goes toward improvement 
of roads, The city rate is $2.40, ani 
there is in addition a special tax for 
streets. St. Louis County is clear of 
all indebtedness. The city cut loose 
from the county over 30 years ago, 
but now it wants it. The reason ts 
that the wealth of the county ds now 
aproximately $60,000,900, Yielding 
nearly $1,000,000 in taxes. It is this 
money which attracts the eye of the 
city. 

Richmond Heights Favors It. 

S. X. Weidner, real estate dealer of 
Richmond Heights: “Richmond 
Heights, which adjoins the city on the 
west, is strong for annexation, If the 
proposition could be carried we would 
get sewers, streets, police protection 
and fire protection, none of which we 
now have. This would cause lower in- 
surance, light and water rates. The cry 
of the politicians that taxes would be 
higher is without merit and is raised 
with the expectation that it will cause 
opposition to annexation. In the in- 
corporated towns, there is some kind 
of government. Here we have no 
municipal government and nothing is 
looked after. The Richmond Heights 
Governing League is now c.rculating 
petitions for incorporation, but the 
community would be glad of an op- 
portunity to be annexed to the city. 


Rap at Politicians. 

Edwin .W. Mills, Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, Webster Groves, said Webster 
and Kirkwood are model cities and 
would oppose annexation. “We do 
not want to be controlied by the pro- 
fessional politicians and the river 
wards of St. Louis,” he said. “These 
cities have practically all the con- 
veniences of St. Louis and a lower tax 
rate. St. Louis is bonded almost te

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PRISON CUSTOMS | 


HAVE STRONG HOLD 
ON JOHN R. WALSH 


Banker, Freed on Parole, Finds 


It Difficult to Enjoy Him- 
self in Home. 


RETURNS VISIBLY AGED 


Protests That He Is Not Old, but 
Admits That He Has 
Quit Fighting. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—When a man has 
been awakened every morning for 21 
months by the shrieking of a prison 
whistle, it is hard for him to drop the 
early-rising habit after he has left the 
prison—harder if anything, to get rid 
of than the famous prison pallor. 

John R. Walsh, paroled bank wrecker, 
found this out the first morning after 
he reached his Chicagu home after his 
release from the Federal prison at 
Leavenworth, Kan. Promptly at 6 
o’clock he awoke, with a ringing in his 
ears. 

But it wasn’t the sound of the prison 
whistle. It was merely the pleasant 
chiming of the hall clock downstairs, 
which was sounding the last atrokes 
of the hour. 

The banker arose and went to his 
bedroom window for the first glimpse 
of early daylight, not strained through 
iron bars, he had had in nearly two 
years, Almost the first object his eyes 
fell upon was a substantial reminder 
that the world doesn’t siand still simply 
because one happens to be in prison. 

Morsels of Industrial Progress. 

The object was the Columbian Three 
Color Company’s three story brick 


building, which covered what had been] 


a vacant lot the last time John R. 
Walsh looked out at the dawn through 
that window. 

This sort of thing is as old as prisons 
and prisoners, yet it is always new, as 
the former banker has discovered. The 
white-haired, breken old man has found 
himselr filled with wonder at the 
changes that have taken place in 
Chicago since he went away and it is 
a continual subject of conversation 
whenever he meets his friends of for- 
mer days. 

Almost plaintively the man dentes that 
he has grown old and broken in spirit 
since he has been in prison. But— 

“That iron is a cankering thing; 

For in these limbs its teeth remain, 
With marks that will not wear away.”’ 
What the prisoner in Byron’s poem 

learned, Banker Walsh also has learned, 
even if he will not admit the lesson. 
The iron of his two years imprison- 
ment has left marks upon him which 
time can never efface. 

Changed Despite Protests. 

In spite of the strain of his trial and 
conviction, Walsh did not show his age 
when he walked into the grated gate- 
way at Leavenworth, 21 months ago. 
He had been a fighter all his life and 
the last battle in which his liberty was 
the stake had been supported as un- 
flinchingly as his other struggles for 
supremacy in the business world. 

His manner was almost jaunty then. 
He held up his head proudly. His body 
was virile, his hair dark, his step firm, 
his eyes resolute. When he left the 
prison, his shoulders drooped, his legs 
seemed to give way uncer his weight 
and he had to be supported; his eyes 
had lost their lustre, his face was' 
wrinkled and old, his hair snow-white. 
He looked every minute of his 74 years. 

“Rut I am aot old,” he insisted, and 
yet his first reply to a question as to 
whether he would re-enter the financial 
spirit, contradicted the vehement denial. 

Has Quit Fighting. 

“T have quit fighting,’’ the reply al- 
most faltered. ‘“‘You see, I—I-—haven’t 
another 30 years to go in for the strug- 

le.”* 

AN I want,’’ and the quaver of years 
was in his voice as he continued, “is to 
get a little rest at home; get a new line 
on the tangled threads of business en- 
terprises. I am simply going to straight- 
en out my affairs as well as I can and 
after that—well, I will engage in such 
enterprises as present opportunities,” 

‘You have been kept informed as to 
your stone quarries,” it was suggested, 
“end there are rumors you will try to 
become a coal king? Is that correct?” 

“] think,” he replied with a wan 
smile, ‘“‘the coal dynasty is rather com- 
plete as it is.” 

Walsh is paroled to his son, Richard, 
who must make regular reports to the 
Federal courts for his father until a full 
pardon is granted and who must, in 
theory at least, find him employment. 
In reality the father probably will man- 
age as much of his business affairs as 
his strength will permit.

“T cannot but believe that, if my rela- 
tive is guilty, he committed the crime 
under the influence of a mental taint. 

‘“t¥owever, I remarked no eccentrici- 
ties in his behavior when he was in St. 
Louis in 1900. It is true that I seldom 
met him, but on those occasions I was 

struck by his pleasant, genial person- 
ality. He Was remarkably good-looking 
So far as I could see, there was nothing 
queer about him. On the contrary, he 
seemed an unusually wholesome and en- 
gaging man. I have not seen him 
since he left St. Louis, 11 years ago.” 

Call Over the Telephone, 

Richeson, who is charged with giving 
Miss Linnell cyanide of potassium, she 
believing it was medicine to reiieve her 
from serious physical troubles from 
which she had suffered for three 
months, might be free today, and per- 
haps forever, if he had not made the 
one little slip in the alleged purchase 
of cyanide from a druggist who knew 
him well, instead of going to any one of 
scores of other places where he was un- 
known. 

What the police believe to be an im- 
portant disclosure in the case has been 
made to them by Mrs. John F., Danskin 
of 144 Magazine street, Cambridge. She 
told them that Richeson talked over 
the telephone from her home in Boston, 
Thursday afternoon, Oct. 12, apparently 
making an appointment to meet some 
person on the following Saturday, and 
that during the conversation he said, 
“IT will see you, then, on Saturday.”’ 

Telephone Conversation. 

The story of the telephone conversa- 
tion, as told by Mrs. Danskin to the 
police, follows: 


Richeson came to our house from the 
home of Mrs. Carter across the street. 
“Is Mr. Danskin at home?’ he asked. 
“No, he is now at the Bake house,” 1 
4 responded. 

“May I use your telephone?’ asked 
Mr. Richeson. 

“ ‘Certainly,’ I replied. 

“Mr. Richeson sat down at the phone 
and at once called for Oxford 2247-6, He 
did not. look in the telephone book, and 
perhaps it was this fact that made me 
take a mental note of the matter. I 
remained in the room, and while I tried 
not to pay any special attention to hia 
conversation I could not help hearing an 
occasional part of it. 

Looks 

“The minister appeared to be in a 
jovial mood and to be having a very 
pleasant conversation.

Mrs. .Danskin informed her husband 
that evening that the minister had used 
the telephone in their home and\ also 
confessed her curiosity about._O*xford 
2247-46 and her discovery that that was 
the number of the Y. W. C. A. home. 
After facts in the death of Miss Linnell 
were published Danskin informed the po- 
lite of the telephone conversation. 

“Did She Say Anything?” 

The Rev. Mr, Richeson, when called to 
the telephone just after the girl died 
by one of her companions in the Y..W. 
C. A. who knew him to be Avis’ 
friend, as tue girl always described him, 
it is said, asked: “Did she say anything 
before she died?’”’ 


Miss Inez Hanscombe,' who had this 
talk with the Rev. Mr. Richeson, was 
prevailed upon today for the first time 
to reveal in detail just what the min- 
ister said to her over the telephone. 
She had made a statement to the po- 
lice several days before but was for- 
bidden to talk to newspaper men. This 
is Miss Hanscombe's statement: 

“Miss Julia Patterson, superintend- 
ent of the Association, was upstairs, 
and I, as a friend of Miss Linnell, and 
knowing that she and the Rev. Mr.

She did not seem to have a care in the 
world. She was the cheeriest girl in 
Miss Linnell was interested 
in all religious and mission work. I 
think she used to take some part in the 
nission services and would talk. I think 
she was the finest Christian girl I ever 
net. 

“I never heard a breath of suspicion 
against her, and I don’t think anyone 
elsé did. She was a good, straightfor- 
ward girl and intellectually she was 
ene of the brightest girls I ever met. 
Miss Linnell never talked much about 
herself, so if she made no emphatic 
reference to me about her engagement 
it is nothing to be surprised at. 

‘Her class work brought her to the 
Temple every Wednesday evening. This 
was in the teachers’ training class. 
Tuesday nights she came for the Chris- 
tiar. Endeavor meetings and for the 
prayer meetings Friday night. 

“I have heard her sing hymns, but 
never any popular songs. I don’t think 
she danced or went to the theaters.

Clarence Richeson was born in Rose 
Hill, Va., 31 years ago, and received his 
early education in the high school at 
Amherst Courthouse, Va. Soon after 
he finished school he went to Carrollton, 
Mo., and then came to St. Louis to seek 
work. He became a conductor on the 
Delmar line. 

Young Richeson struck with his fellow 
workers in the great strike of 1900 and 
was one of their most ardent orators. 
Ye had a natural! gift as a speaker, and 
his ability in that way was partly re- 
sporsible for the fact that he was put 
on the union’s Grievance Committee. He 
barangued the strikers at meetings day 
and night. 

Money earned as a street car man en- 
abled the youth to start to William 
Jewell College at Liberty, Mo. It had 
long been his ambition to study for the 
ministry, and he had chosen the Baptist 
denomination, to which his parents be- 
longed. 

The young man did not have enough 
money to complete his course, but he 
was enabled to continue his_ studies 
through the interest he awoke in Miss 
Patsy Felts of Independence, Mo., a 
student at the college in Liberty. 

She lent him money, all of which, her 
relatives say, has since been repaid. 

At William Jewell the young student 
wrote an essay on “‘Romeo and Juliet,” 
as a contribution to tie October, 1905, 
number of The Student, a college peri- 
odical. He ealled the play ‘‘as truly the 
‘tragedy of love as ‘Othello’ is the trag- 
wiy of jealousy,’’ and spoke of the love 
of Romeo for Juliet as “‘not the result 
of long and careful reflection, not 
prompted by lovers’ passions, but that 
which flows free as God makes it flow 
from the hearts of innocent children.’’ 

Young Richeson described how Juliet 
was attracted to Romeo by “his pierc- 
ing eyes,’ and told of the poisoning 
scene which ended both their lives. 

One night the student refused to leave 
the home of a young woman, and her 
parents telepiioned friends of his, who 
took him away. They kept the incident 
quiet. 

In his senior year he was expelled on 
the charge that he had cheated in an 
examination. There was nd other stain 
on his record as a student. 

The young minister came to St. Louis, 
and lived at 4166 Delmar boulevard, with 
Thomas Richeson, vice-president of the 
Evens & Howard Fire Brick Co., his 
uncle. Young Richeson joined the Del- 


mar Avenue Baptist Church, and got! 


positions with several suburban churches 
as supply pastor. Even then women 
commented on his unusual attractive- 
ness. He had wavy black hair, but what 
women most admire in him, they say, 
are his big, expressive dark eyes. 

Richeson’s first regular pastorate was 
with the Budd Park Baptist Church, in 
Kansas City, and his resignation was 
asked there after three young women 
had declared that they were engaged to 
him. 

Questioned in Church. 

The young women, two members of 
the congregation and the third a di- 
vorcee, whose home was in Liberty, 
Mo., went to the church together one 
Sunday morning and at the conclu- 
sion of the sermon, evidently by pre- 
arrangement, asked the minister 
which one of them he intended to 
wed. He declared that he was not 
engaged to all of them, but some of 
the deacons who heard what the 
young women said asked for his res- 
ignation. 

“All through the sermon,” said a 
member of the congregation, “the 
three sat together in the front row. 
The sermon was an eloquent one on 
temptations of young girls in a city. 
Just after the service the three wom- 
en approached the preacher. 

“*You promised to marry me,’ 
one, ‘Are you going to do it” 

“*You promised to marry me, too,’ 
said the second, ‘Are you going to 
do that?’ 

“ ‘And me, too,’ said the other, cry- 
ing. ‘How about me” 

“The women all wept hysterically. 

The pastor then went to the Newton 
Theological Institute, at Newton, 
Mass., to take a post-graduate minis+ 
terial course, He studied there three 
years, beginning in the fall of 1906, 
It was there he met one of the women 
who figure in the tragedy for which 
he is being held to account, 

This was Miss Violet KEdmands, now 
33 years old, heiress to $400,000 in her 
own right and daughter of Moses G. 
Edmands of Brookline, reputeu a mil- 
lionaire, 

Edmands was a trustee of the the- 
ological institute and took much in- 
terest in the students. He introduced 
the young minister in his home, 

Richeson a year after he entered 
the institute became pastor of the 
Hyannis Baptist Church, in a South 
Shore village near Boston which 
boasts itself “the Paradise of the 
Massachusetts Coast.” And there he 
met 19-year-old Avis Linnell, by many 
considered the prettiest girl in the 
town. 

The Linnells are not wealthy, but 
their child, even without a technica] 
education, sang in the Baptist chair 
and had learned to play the piano,

The new pastor was attentive to her, | 


and they became engaged to marry, 
her friends were told. She wore a 
diamond engagement ring. 


Went to Boston on His Advice. 
At the minister's advice, the girl went 


to Boston to acquire a musical educa- 
tion, and he visited her frequently there. 
This was after he had resigned from 
the pastorate at Hyannis, where he was 
in charge 18 months, and had accepted 
the pastorate of the Baptist church at 
Cambridge. 

Several months ago & report was print- 
ed that Richeson was engaged to inarry 
Miss Edmands, daughter of the rich 
Brookline man. For a time Miss Lin- 
nell’s engagement ring disappeared from 
her finger, but later it was replaced, and 
she told her friends, béaming with hap- 
piness, that it was all right—that the 
minister was to marry her. 


Then came the night when girls living | 


at the ¥. W. C. A., where Miss Linnell 
boarded, heard her stentorious breath- 
ing, and went into the bath to find her 
dying from cyanide poisoning. Until last 
Monday ‘afternoon the police gave out 
reports that it was suicide. Then, whon 
they had gathered certain desired evi- 
dence, they arrested Richeson at the 
Edmands home.

MARZYCK NOT ON 
RECURDS OF COURT 
Exhaustive Colorado Springs In- 
vestigation Fails to Show 
He Was Ever There.

KANSAS SUSPECTS 
‘ ARE GUILILESS 


One Is Released and No Case 
Can Be Made Against the 
Other Man Arrested.

ELLSWORTH, Kan., Oct. 21.—The 
man hunt for Marzyck, the ex-convict 
and army deserter, who is believed to 
have murdered the five members of the

One by one other suspects have been 
eliminated from consideration, and as 
each clew fails the belief that Marzyck 
is the man ts strengthened. 

For a time it looked as if the man 
arrested at Néwkirk, Ok., was the one 
sought. The City Marshal called up sev- 
eral times to inaist that he had the right 
man and urge the authorities here to 
send for him. {n answer to these mes- 
sages James Reardon, a former Sheriff, 
who once arrested Marzyck, was sent to 
Newkirk. Upon seeing the suspect Rear- 
don reported that he was not the man 
wanted and the prisoner was released. 

Clerk’s Identification Falls. 

Harry Baker. a hotel clerk, who rent- 
ed a room to the mysteriour John Smith 
who was held by the Coroner’s jury to 
be the man who committed the murder, 
falied to identify John Smitherman of 
Junction City, Kan., who was arrested 
at Kanopolis, Kan., on suspicion. Smith- 
erman has not been released; in fact, he 
does not care to be, for he has been 
drinking heavily and he looks on his 
arrest as providential, for it will give 
him a chance to sober up.

That’s How Fast They Take the 
Census in India, G. S. : 
Eddy Says. 








300,000,000, the census has just been 
taken, and’ the work was done in one 
night. George Sherwood Eddy, interna- 
tional secretary of the Y. M. C. A. for 
Asia, described the work to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter last night. 

“They appoint a million enumerators,”’ 
he said, “and give each one about three 
hundred men, women and children to 
account for.

State-wide agitation for highways 
across Missouri is attracting general at- 
tention, but as yet no Missourian has 
been big enough to donate a highway 
to the people of his State, as has been 
cone by Gen. T. Coleman Du Pont of 
Delaware. Gen. Du Pont grew rich in 
the manufacture of powder—hunting and 
blasting—and desiring to leave behind 
him-a lasting monument, he cast about 
for a site for a library or a hospital or 
a college, and then, changing his mind, 
decided to put his money inte a cross- 
state highway. 

Gen. Du Pont’s great highway is to be 
built as perfectly as one of the old Ro- 
man roads and is to be 110 miles straight 
across from the east to the west side of 
the State. It has been accepted by the 
State, which agrees to maintain it per- 
petually. 

Commenting upon the project which 
now absorbs the greater part ef his at- 
tention, the General said: 

“I want to build a road that will be a 
lasting one, and I am gradually collect- 
ing all engineering data obtainable, in 
addition to engaging road engineers of 
experience, who understand thoroughly 
the conditions to be met with in this day 
of multiplied and varied traffic. oOf 
course, this road will show to the people 
of Delaware the difference between a 
two-horse load over a bad road and a 
one-horse load over a good road. 
“Every 20 miles I have in mind the 
establishment of agriculture experimen- 
tal stations for the benefit of the farm- 
er and development of the State, in 
charge of.graduates from the agricul- 
tural colleges in the country. They will

The leader was William La Trace, who 
had been found guilty and was awaiting 
sentence to the penitentiary for the rob 
bery of passengers on a Missouri Pacific 
train between Leavenworth and Kan- 
gas City, Kan., last Christmas night. 

The prisoners who escaped besides La 
Trace were John Ryan, Robert Beatty, 
William Harrington, a negro; George 
Thomas and John Lynch, all house rob- 
Dera. 

The only man besides the prisoners 
Who was in the jail at the time of the 
escape was Squire Lee, the night guard. 
Tt was his custom to let the prisoners 
exercise in the bull pen until 9 o’clock 
_d@ach night. Then he would throw the 
keys of the cells through bars to Joha 
Ryan, the trusted priconer, who would 
Inek the prisoners in their cells and 
throw the Keys out to Lee. 

La Trace had made a wooden revol- 
ver. With this he held up Red Wilson, 
a prisoner he would not trust, about a 
half hour before it was time for the 
jailer to lock up. Wilson was ragged 
and bound. Then they overpowered 
Emmet Boyd, another prisoner, and he 
was gagged, bound and hidden in a 
eorner. 

-At 8 o’clock Lee, the jailer, threw in 
the keys as‘usual and went to the of- 
fice and sat down. Ryan took the keys, 


but instead of locking the five prison- Tf 


ers in their cells, he unlocked the door 
Hhetween the bull pen and the corridor 
and the prisoners filed out there and 
nid behind a corner where Lee could 
not gee them.

BARNES MEDICAL 
COLLEGE PASSES 
OUT OF EXISTENCE: 


Old School Is Absorbed by 
American After State Board 
Condemns It. 











Barnes Medical College passed out 
of existence at 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning, when legal papers were 
Signed for its absorption by the 
American Medical C:llege, the name 
of which will be applied to the con- 
sclidated insitution. 

Dr. James Moores Ball will be dear 
of the faculty, which will retain all 
of the instructors of the American 
Medical College and some of those of 
the Barnes school. The selection of 
the faculty will be completed tomor- 
row. 

Dr. Ball told a Post-Dispatch re- 
perter last night that the Barnes 
Medical College was in the last ex- 
tremities before it was merged. On 
itg property at Garrison and Lawton 
avenueg are two mortgages of $40,000 
eech, and for several years, said Dr. 
Ball, the trustees have been unable 
tu make the annual payments of 
$5000 due on the principal. Thesa 
obligations the new board of gine, 
has assumed. 

The most serious difficulty al the 
refusal of the Missouri Bvuard of 
Health to recognize the Barnes school 
as a regular medical, college. On 
learning this fact, it is said, many of 
the students refused to pay their tu- 
ition. 

The new college will be housed in 
the Barnes buildings and use tne 
buildings: of the American Medical 
College, at 407 South Jefferson ave- 
nue, aS a@ museum and library. The 
American Hospital, at Theresa ave- 
nue and Pine street, and the Chris- 
tlan Seminary Hospital, adjacent to 
tthe Barnes buildings, will be used as 
clinics.

Canadian River, a few 
miles from Geary, Ed- 
mund Gasseau Chouteau 
LeGuerriere, once a 
student at St. Louis 
University and in the 
public schools of Col- 
linsville, Ill., is spend- 
ing the declining days 
of a life that was a 
succession of thrilling 
Western romances for 

50 years. 

Hundreds of incidents that would make the 
most stirring plots for “yellow back” novels came 
into hig existence as comonplace things that were 
“all in the day’s work.” The son of a French 
father and a full-blood Cheyenne Indian mother, 
he was aligned, first with one side and then with 
the other, in the countless struggles between 
the whites and the Indians for supremacy in the 
great West. He “whacked bulls” along the deso- 
late reaches of the Santa Fe trail when he was 
little more than a boy. He rode in forays with 
such famous plains warriors as Custer, Hancock, 
Sheridan and Carr. More than once he saw scalps 
of the “palefaces” gathered as trophies of war or 
saw bands of hostile and defiant Indians run down 
Many 


internecine wars of the Indian tribes. A whole 
troop of cavalry shot at him once, and he fled un- 
harmed, later eluding the soldiers completely. 
Another time, while hunting alone, he was saved, 
he says, by a vision or miraculous mirage. 

LeGuerriere or Guerrier, as he now is known, 
was born in a Cheyenne camp on.the Smoky Hill 
River in 1840. His father, William Guerrier, a 
St. Louisan, was post sutler at Fort Laramie and 
an Indian trader with “Set” Ward, under the firm 
name of Ward & Guerrier. 

Edmund Guerrier’s mother, Tah-tah-tois-neh, 
ted of cholera in 1849, and he was sent, two years 
ater, to the Catholic mission school, which is 
now St. Mary’s College in Kansas. In 1856 he 
went to St. Louis University. The death of his 
father a year later caused the boy to be taken 
to the home of his guardian, Henry F. Mayer, 
who lived on a farm near Collinsville, Il. 

When Guerrier was 21 years old, Mayer gave 
him $1900 remaining from his father’s estate, and 
told him to “go and see the world.” The plains 
called him and he went West, reaching Leaven- 
worth, Kan., by steamboat, in 1862, and immedi- 
ately taking a job with a bull train headed over 
the Santa Fe trail for Fort Union, N. M. 

For the next two years Guerrier led a roving 
life, but in 1864, when the troubles between the 
Indians and the Government were at their height, 
we find him encamped with a part of the Chey- 
enne tribe on Sand Creek, not far from Denver. 
There, with Guerrier as one of the principal fig- 
ures, the “Sand Creek Massacre” took place. °

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Most of the corpses were scalped and a number 
were mutilated as bodies are usually mutilated by 
the Indians, with all that implies. 

“The Indians lost 300, all killed, of whom about 
one-half were warriors and the remainder women 
and children. The whites lost seven killed and 
47 wounded, of whom seven afterwards died. This 
was ‘the massacre of the friendly Cheyennes at 
Sand Creek by the Colorado troops, under Col. 
John M. Chivington,’ or ‘the battle on the Big 
Sandy with the hostile Cheyennes and Arapa- 
hoes,’ aS you may be pleased to consider it.” 

Guerrier was asleep in his tepee when Chiving- 
ton’s troops, numbering more than 700 cavalry- 
men and artillerymen, rode down upon the camp. 
One of the Indian women ran into Guerrier’s tent, 
shouting: “wet up! The soldiers are coming!” 

Guerrier dressed and ran to an adjoining tent, 
where John Smith, a trader who had brought a 
load of goods out from Fort Lyon, was sleeping. 
He aroused Smith hurriedly, and the two started 
out to meet the soldiers and determine the nature 
of the visit. Smith waved his hat and Guerrier 
made signs of friendliness, but the soldiers dis- 
mounted and fired broadside at the two envoys 
of peace. 

“It seems incredible that we were not killed,” 
said Guerrier. “As a matter of fact, we were not 
touched, although bullets actually rained all 
around us. I[ went through seven years of 
border warfare unmarked by a bullet. Sometimes 
I think I must have borne a charmed life.” 

Guerrier saw that a wholesale slaughter was 
contemplated and decided not to make further 
overtures to the soldiers. He turned and ran 
southeast from the camp, separating from the 
main body of the fugitives in order to save his 
life. He overtook a squaw who was driving a 
few ponies. There were no ropes on the ponies, 
so Guerrier cut cloth from his coat and made 
halters. He. and the squaw were overtaken by 
night in a cold, bleak prairie. They made a fire 
with flint sparks and spent the night there, with- 
out food. Early the next morning they reached 
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a camp on the Smoky Hill, where apout ten lodges 
of Indians were encamped. 

Guerrier lived with these Indians till they joined 
the Sioux on Solomon River. Then a message 
from George Bent called him away and he set 
out for Col. William Bent’s camp on the Arkansas 
River, at the mouth of the Purgatoire in Colorado. 
Guerrier later was called on by the Government 
to supply information concerning the Sand Creek 
massacre. 

He also acted as an interpreter for the South- 
ern Cheyennes and wrote for them the open decla- 
ration of hostility received by the Indian agent 
at Fort Lyon, Sept. 1, 1864, after which he entered 
the army service as a scout. 

Guerrier once saved the life of Gen. Hancock— 
during a conference between the Indians and 
the General’s staff. Chiefs Bull Bear, Tall Bear 
and Roman Nose represented the Indians at this 
conference, and while it was in progress Guer- 
rier stood at Gen. Hancock’s side. While the 
men were talking, Bull Bear kept pushing Guer- 
rier away, but each time he did so Gen. Han- 
cock caught him by the sleeve and pulled him 
back again. A year later, when peace had been 
restored, the Indians told Guerrier that they had 
decided to make a final demand upon Gen. Han- 
cock and shoot him down if it were refused. Bull 
Bear was trying to get Guerrier out of the reach 
of harm. It developed that other Indians in the 
crowd had dissuaded Roman Nose from the at- 
tack. 

The heart-breaking sufferings undergone by 
the United States soldier in those plains cam- 
paigns is well illustrated in one of Guerrier’s ex- 
periences. Those were days that tried the brav- 
est hearts. There were long marches across the 
barren alkali plains, blistered by scorching sun 
in summer and swept by sharp winds in winter, 
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Frequently the troopers were beset by thirst, 
hunger and the most intense agony. Danger 
lurked on every hand, for Indians were masters 
at treachery in warfare, and an attack might come 
at any’ moment, from an unexpected place. It 
was to be expected, then, that some of the sol- 
diers would yield in that accursed land to the 
longing for home and the peace and comfort to 
be found “back in the states.” 

One of the sternest disciplinarians who led troops 
in the West was Gen. George A. Custer, who per- 
ished when his entire command was overwhelmed 
by Indians in the famous massacre on the Little 
Big Horn River. While Custer was campaigning 
against the plains Indians, desertions from his 
division became so frequent as to threaten dis- 
ruption of the entire command. Vigorous meas- 
ures consequently were taken to stop them, but 
still men’s spirits were broken by the hardships 
of the campaign and still they kept deserting. 

“One day while I was riding with Custer’s 
troops,” said Guerrier, ‘‘my horse’s back got sore 
and I got into a wagon. I was lying there amid 
a lot of miscellaneous freight when I heard Gen. 
Custer inquiring for me. I knew what was com- 
ing, and I had no desire to participate in it, so I 
lay low in the wagon. The driver had not seen 
me get in, so I escaped the service. 

“TI heard Custer then order Maj. Joel Elliott to 
ride forward with a detachment and shoot some 
deserters, who could be seen far ahead of us on 
the prairie, moving painfully away on foot. An 
ambulance went along and the men were out of 
sight when the shooting took place. When Custer 
reached Fort Wallace he was arrested for shooting 
deserters.” 

The Indians, and most of the white persons 
who live among them very long, are supersti- 
tious. Guerrier never believed in signs and 
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omens, he says, but premonitions often caused 
him to change his course or change a plan of 
action. In this class of warnings he includes one 
of his most remarkable experiences—that of the 
deceptive vision or mirage. 

“I had a great fear of cholera, which often 
broke out on the plains,” he said, “and while sta- 
tioned at Fort Wallace I spent a great deal of 
time hunting, in order to be away from the gar- 
rison as much as_ possible. 

“One day, when I was a long distance from 
the garrison, I became very thirsty and was 
unable to find water. I saw some crayfish in a 
little gully and, taking the hint from them, I 
began digging in the sand with my hands. At a 
depth of little more than a foot I found water, 
and by lowering my pistol scabbard into the hole 
I drew up enough to quench my thirst. 

“Then I lay down and smoked, and as I lay 
there, looking over the hills and plains, I saw 
& Man appear on a far-away ridge. He unsaddled 
his pony and slipped down into a ravine. Then 
other objects, apparently men, appeared on the 
ridge. If they were Cheyennes, I was safe. If 
they were Sioux, I realized my time had come. 
I resolved to play Indian, so I tied my hair in two 
long braids and got on my pony. When I had 
ridden quite a little distance toward the men, I 
began making Indian signs at them with my 
blanket. 

“Then the men suddenly turned to buffalo and 
galloped away. I was dumfounded and returned 
to my hiding place in the ravine. I had planned 
not to return to Fort Wallace, but something 
convinced me there were hostile Indians in the 
direction I had contemplated traveling, so I rode 
back to the fort. 

“Several days later I learned that the &&

Visited Col. William Bent at his fort on the 
upper Arkansas in Colorado.

WHICH THE POET LIVE. 
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\ JAMES WHITGOMES KILEY 
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the Little Ones He Loved and Sang. 


ALLED by a thousand-fold chorus of chil- 
dren’s blessings, James Whitcomb Riley, 
on his last birthday, turned back from 

the valley of the shadow of death to beam upon 
the little ones whom he loved, and sang, with a 
smile of his old tenderness and whimsical fun. 
From the ashes of his wrecked health flashed a 
gleam of tne ancient raillery and affection. It 
was perhaps the last flicker of his genius. For 
the Hoosier poet lay paralyzed, his “native wood- 
notes wild” silenced forever, at his home in In- 
dianapolis. 

It was fitting that the children, whose endless 
delight he is, should cheer his darkening days 
with their united homage. The idea of doing 
him organized honor arose in the Indiana Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, which adopted a reso- 
lution at its meeting last year suggesting that 
a day be set aside as “Riley Day.” The proposal 
was approved by the public instruction authori- 
ties o1 the poet’s native State, and instructions 
were issued that, on his birthday, all the schools 
of Indiana should join in appropriate ‘exercises. 

It happens that the real date of Riiey’s birth is 
unkrown. A% to the year, 1849, 1852 and 1853 
have been guessed, The day of the montn is 
said to be , ct. 7, but the poet has always waved 
aside wagzishly all inquiries concerning his age. 
His friends say that he was profoundly touched 
by the State-wide ceremony ig his honor, but in a 
méssage to the schoo] children of his heme city, 
Riley half-disguised his emotion behind a jest 
at his Own reticence as to his age. He wrote 


gaily: 
“To the School Children of Indianapolis: 

“You are conspirators—every one of . cu, that’s 
what you are—you have conspired to inform the 
general public of my birthday, and I am already 
a4 old that I want to forget all about it. 

“But I will be magnanimous and forgive you, 
for I know that your intent is really friendly, 
and *o have such friends as you are makes me— 
don'|. care how old = am! In fact, it makes me 
so glad and happy that I feel as a»solutely young 
and spry as a'very schoolboy—even as one of you 
—and to all intents I am. 

“Therefore, let me be with you throughout the 
long, lovely day and share in your mingled jovs 
and blessings with your parents and your teach- 
ers, and in the words of little Tim Cratchit: ‘God 
bless us, every one.’

“old settlers” relate he was born in 18498, and was 
therefore 62 years old, at his last birthday. 
“Who's Who in America” gives the year as 1853. 
Another authority gives 1852 and another, more 
cautious, says “about 1852.” W. W. Pfrimmer, 
one of Riley‘s old friends, is quoted as saying of 
him in a book published some years ago: “Should 
you ask him his age, he would say that he is 
‘This side of 40,’ and leave you guess as to the 
side.” 

Although the author of poems in the purest 
English, which may be compared with the works 
of Poe, Keats and Coleridge, Riley is best known 
under the noble title of “the children’s poet.” In 
treating of their lives, he touches every note in 
the gamut of childish emotions, from the poig- 
nant pathos of “There, little girl, don’t cry,” 
and the humor of ‘The Spoiled Child,” to the 
juvenile awe of the supernatural in “Little Or- 
phant Annie.” “ 

It is not so well known that he also treated 
the child-character in prose, in short stories of 
indubitable grip at the heart strings, such as the 
narrative of “Jamesy,” the grimy, tricksome boot- 
black and gamin, with his drunken father and 
dying sister; or the story of Tod Anderson’s fas- 
cination at the glory of his first circus. 

A 4-year-old’s rebellion against parental author- 
ity and his repentance are related in the poem, 
“The Runaway Boy”:

SUNLIGHT AND FRESH AIR REMEDY FOR DRUNKENNES 


the cheapest. It is nothing more than 
undiluted sunlight, which has long been 
advocated as a remedy for certain other diseases. 

Sunlight and the open air are now being ad- 
vocated by penologists ag a more scientific way 
of allaying vagrom alcuholic thirsts than the old- 
time fashion of throwing the drunkard into a 
narrow, damp and insanitary cell to fight the 
imaginary beasts of delirium while suffering in- 
tense agony. 

New York has taken up the new cure for its in- 
ebriates. Prisoners convicted of drunkenness 
will be sentenced to 30, 60 or 90 days in the sun- 
light and the open air. Instead of being locked 
up in dark cells, they will be confined in “sun- 
light dungeons”—large, airy cells, with hot and 
cold running water and large windows, which 
will be kept open whenever the.weather permits. 
During working hours the “jags” will have to 
till the soi] on the big farm which will surround 
their hospital or prison, whichever one chooses 
to regard it. The pian calls for an initial ex- 
penditure of $450,000 and $80,000 a year for main- 
tenance. It will be modeled after the Cleveland 
(O.) farm colony, the first of its kind in Amer- 
ica. 

Cleveland’s farm colony of 1500 acres, on which 
are being grouped in separate villages the city 
workhouse prisoners of “jags,” thé infirmary 
wards and the tuberculous patients, is attracting 
the attention of every city in the United States. 

The population of this city farm, already num- 
bering into the hundreds, will ultimately reach 
2000. The present area will probably we in- 
creased to 5000 acres when all the city’s penal, 
sanitary and philanthropic institutions shall] have 
been moved into the country. 

The site of this new city farm is some 10 miles 
from the central part of Cleveland, near the lit- 
tle town of Warrensville. It formerly comprised 
20 farms, and includes a high plateau which sepa- 
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inebriate patients, and the land produces’ the 
crops which are most needed in the maintenance 
of city institutions, while, in addition to farming 
occupations for the prisoners, there are large 
stone quarries. 

A mile of electric railway has been built by the 
city from the center of the faim to an interurban 
road leading into town. The farm has also its 
own coach, which has the privilege of running 
over all the electric lines of the city. The coach 
is equipped with cots for patients unable to ride 
in the seats, and has also an apartment for 
freight. 

Nearly a mile to the west of the field terminal 
of the colony railway 70 inebriate prisoners are 
living in cottages, where iron bars are unknown. 
One young man there was hauling turnips last 
week. The turnip crop has been planted, culti- 
vated and dug by prisoners from the Cleveland 
Workhouse. Across the road other prisoners 
were buiying large quantities of potatoes and 
cabbages for the winter. 

The corn in another field was just sprouting 
and there were many acres of it. On a distant 
hill were 30 cows belonging to the city of Cleve- 
land. Already the colony is furnishing not only 
supplies for its own existence, but is shipping 
milk and vegetables to those divisions of the 
city’s institutions which have not yet been moved 
to Warrensville. 

Right in the heart of the woods a “trusties’” 
lodge is being erected at a cost of $10,000. The 
prisoners are building it under capable supervi- 
sion. This plant will be within an inclosure, and 
with the priséners as the workmen will provide 
the power of lighting and operating all the in- 
stitutions of the colony. All prisoners that can 
be trusted will have work on the farm. All oth- 
ers will work within the inclosure. 

About 5:30 p. m. the present corps of prisoners 
come in from their various activities and get 
their supper. After supper they sit around and 
talk and at 8:30 they retire. Their beds are ar- 
ranged in rows as in a hospital ward. When all 
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are in bed the superintendent calls the roll and 
then the inmates sleep till early morning. 

On Saturday afternoon they quit work at 2 
o’clock and take a bath. .Near the stone quarry 
is a bathhouse. Shower baths are provided. Each 
man takes a change of clothing provided by the 
city with,him and his old clothes go to one of 
the other city institutions to be washed. The men 
go and come across the fields to the bathhouse 
as they please and not under guard. Once in a 
while one escapes, but not often. Most of them 
appreciate their new surroundings so much over 
réal workhouse life that they have l'ttle thought 
of running away. On Sunday they sit about the 
cottages or fields. 

Nearly a mile and a half from where the 70 
prisoners are at work the temporary buildings 
of the tuberculosis hospital are rising. The din- 
ing rooms, kitchen and such departments are all 
in a new two-story frame building. A sunhouse 
is going up near by, and grouped about are one- 
story frame houses with beds so arranged that 
the patients can sleep in the fresh air. One hun- 
dred patients from the city are already taking the 
fresh-air treatment in this beautiful spot. With- 
in a year or two arrangements will be complete 
to take care of 100 or 200 more. 

Three-quarters of a mile south of the tubercu- 
losis village at Warrensville is the inf'rmai; de- 
partment.of the colony. Here, too, are some of 
the barns for storing hay and sheltering some of 
the horses. Eventually the city farm is expected 
to raise all the hay that is needed for the horses 
in the Fire and Police departments of the city. 
Wheat is to be grown and a gr.st mill established 
which wifi furnish flour for all the baking for the 
different villages in the colony. 

The permanent infirm¢*y building is ore of the 
finest and best arranged 2 the world. '‘t {s built 
around a quadrangle, . Sleeping rooms in the 
outside, the part n t the quadrangle being oc- 
cupied by a wide corridor running all around. A 
wide veranda is in the front, whe e aged persons 
may bask in the sunlight. From the second story 
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it is possible to see both the city of Cleveland 
and Lake Erie. The quadrangle is paved with 
flagging, and there is a fountain at the center 
and plenty of plants and flowers. 

Not all the inmates of the infirmary, however, 
will live in the main building. Some will live in 
cottages; in fact, many cottages will be built. 
Each cottage is to have a separate plot for a gar- 
den. Those who occupy these cottages will be 
grouped partly according to age and partly with 
reference to other qualifications. There will be, 
for example, a cottage for the old women, an- 
other will be given to a group of men of a like 
degree of intelligence and similar tastes, in order 
that their companionship may be congenial, and 
other groups will be made up in a similar man- 
ner. With the buildings grouped about the kitch- 
en, meals will be served with greater ease and 
satisfaction than otherwise would be possible.

On his return he brought with him a beautiful 
crown, a spice mortar and a cartridge belt. He 
presented the crown to the reigning sovereign and 
in return was given two large tracts of land, one 
of timber and the other of meadow land. The 
timber land was in the Black Forest of Germany. 

One day while working in the field he. quar- 
reled with a neighbor, and the latter was killed 
by a blow with a hoe in the hand of Wertz. Wertz 
was condemned to be hanged, but was pardoned 
when he gave up the timber land to the Gov- 
ernment, The meadow land, it is said, is in pos- 
session of the Wertz heirs today. 

“The Wertz Family—Their History as Far as 
Known,” was the subject of a paper read at the 
reunion by Mrs. Snyder. It was in part as fol- 
lows: 

“In all my search for the Wertz descendants, l 
have not found a single one who was a discredit 
to the name. I have found them in every walk 
and vocation of life. One of them held the gov- 
ernorship of the State of New Jersey until his 
death; George Wertz of Johnstown, Pa., ig the 
senator of his state; one is a doctor of law at 
Yale University. There are bank presidents, 
judges, commissioners, justices of the peace, post- 
masters, one of them held the position of Assis- 
tant Minister of the Interior under McKinley. 
there is one in the Treasury Department at Wash. 
ington, one in the mint and we have lots of 
state’s attorneys. 

“The way I came to begin this Search for the 
American heirs was this: After reading a cable- 
gram from Paris, stating that the French de- 
scendants of the Wertz family were going to make 
an effort to recover their legacy, I discussed the 
matter with my mother. She told me that there 
had been a tradition handed down from genera- 
tion to generation that the estate was in the 
hands of the Holland Government and that Hol- 
land would never relinquish it, but would ‘law’ 
the heirs to death, as they did not have the avail- 
able funds to fight the Government. My mother 
said: ‘If the French heirs are getting together to 
recover the property, why cannot we American 
heirs do likewise?’ 

“She told me to go ahead and try to trace the 
branches of the family and to recover the family 
Bible. I gave the matter all the newspaper pub- 
licity possible immediately, as an aid to getting 
the heirs together. Immediately letters began to 
pour in from all over the country. 

“I got a letter ‘rom a man, who is a distant 
cousin of John Weitz of Johnstown, Pa., the fa- 
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ther of Senator George Wertz of that State, say-" 
in& that he had a blueprint giving the geneslegy 
of the family, dating from the time that the first 
Wertz came to this country. The blue print was 
nearly obliterated by age, but I had it deciphered 
by an expert, with the aid of a’ powerful glass, 
and with this blue print I had the complete gene- 
alogy of the Wertz family from the time Jacob 
Wertz landed in Philadelphia in 1732, in company 
with his three sons, George, Conrad and Jacob. 
“IT consulted a very able lawyer in Chicago, who 
stated that in his opinion I could not recover this 
estate, and to fight the case would require a very 
large sum of money, indisputable proof of heir- 
ship, patience and time. I received another letter 
bringing out the fact that Gen. Wertz had owned 
practically half of New Amsterdam, or what is 
now the heart of the business section of New 
York, and another letter containing the informa- 
tion that Gen. Wertz made a will as regards his 
European estate in which it was stipulated that 
the estate should be allowed ¢y accumulate and

That sum rep-e- 
sents an alleged estate left by the Nethe: lamds 
General, Emil Werfz, with compound intcrest to 
date. Most of the vast properties are in Anster- 
dam and embrace the heart of the harbor ais- 
trict, including miles of wharves, warehouses and 
shops. | 

“The municipality of Amsterdam does not dis- 
pute the existence of the estate, but claims that 
the heirs’ rights were outlawed more than a ger 
eration ago and that the estate fell by due proc- 
ess of law into the hands of the city.

“PARIS, Jan. 7.—A romantic action against the 
Dutch states is looming up.

may come as a great shock to many 
of us to learn, from an investigat on 
conducted by Prof. Edward Alswo th 
Ross of the University of Wisconsin, 
that when we surround the baby with 
so many scientific attentions and 
strictly hygienic conditions, we may 
be doing him, or her, a great deal of 
unintentional harm, from the effects 
of which the baby may suffer in after 
life. 

In conducting this investigation, 
Prof. Ross had the assistance of 33 
physicians practising in various parts 
of China, where modern hygienic con- 
ditions of raising babies are unknown 
to the native Chinese. 

According to the 33 physicians who

years exhibit greater vitality than 
the white.

This has happened not in one town 
or village, but in a score, and in the 
collision between the unruly element 
and the market people blood has 
flowed freely, and soldiers and police- 
men have come out of their encoun- 
ters with the mob with broken heads 
and shins bruised by bricks and 
stones and
